BROOMSTICK WOODEN TOKENS: Many of us have received questiens concerning this 
unique type of wood, The wood is much smaller, but thicker than the usual 
wooden nickel and is die struck rather than printed. The set up cost is 
rather high, put the actual striking is quite cheap. Some issues have had 
200 and 300,000 mads. Some arse varnished, some are not. Most are difficult 
to read. Norm Wells has made a listing of all the "Broomstick Woed" he can

) It was in December of 1965 that three numigmatists gathered in a Toronto apartment to 
celebrate the birthday of one of their mumber and to discuss the hobby in general. As the 
gifts exchanged hands Dick Middleton laughingly said, "If you don't like your present then 
next year I'll design a wooden nickel and you can add THAT to your collection." Little did 
he realize at the time that he was in actual fact going to design several dozens of differ- 
ent pieces of wooden money within the next few years. 

Various coin olube and associations to which we belonged voiced their anger at having 
te pay customs duty on ths wooden nickels ordered trom firme in the J.S.a. but at the sane 
time we wanted the larger type wooden coin which was much easier to read than the type te 
be later known ag “broomstick” pieces and the U.S. ones had more space for wording. 


In 1966 a Canadian national association issued some wooden pieces and a few of these 


were in “error” so ,quite naturally, everybody wanted one of each copy. Bob MacDonald was 
& mors than just a little annoyed that the Executive of the association presed these pleces 
off as unintentional and did not hesitate to say so at the birthday get-together in Dec.of 
1966, but he was really hopping mad when a member of the Executive of the same group in I969 
had wooden pieces issued without the sanction of the association or the President's knowledge 
It was at the birthday party in 1969 when Dick Middleton first showed us the designs 
he had. in mind. for the Canadian nation] association and we gazed at groupa of drawings and 
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sheets of facts and figures in regards to costs of manufacturing wooden coins and medals 
right here in Canada. The thrse of us all wanted 1% to become a reality but the cost in the 
beginning of setting up a workshop and the tools needed for the jobs was high to say the leas 
We finally decided to each put up an equal amount of money and to form a company with 
the three of us doing what we could to make the venture pay at icast its own waye As our 
three names all started with the letter "M"' we thought we'd call it the 3M company but we 
wers informed by the Bank of Montreal that this "name" was already a "trademark" so we took 
® another partner and called it the 4M company as his name also started with the letter "M", 
The company produced 450 DIFFEREN pieces of wood before it stopped in early 1975, 
This ig not counting the many trial pieces and pattern pieces such as for the
